A SLIGHT ABATEMENT FAINTLY PROB- 
- ABLE WITHIN A FEW DAYS. 


The Sullen and Slow Receding of the 
Waters Means a Pathetic Season of 
Suffering, Privation and Helpless 
Waiting — Flood Victims Doomed to 
Complete Wreck and Homeless Wan- 
dering—The Situation on the River 
Front Unchanged—The Flood Outlook 
on the Hast Side—In North St. Louis 
and Carondelet — To-Day’s Develop- 


mente. 


The Mississippi above St. Louis is rising 
Slowly. The Missouri is falling rapidly. 
These two facts mean a continuation of the 
the slow decline at this point, with perhaps 
a slight increase in the daily fall recorded. 
But, according to Weather Bureau reports 
to day, this fall of the floods at St. Louis will 
stin be discouragingly slow. It will make 
no materiai difference in the stage of water 
for many days to come. 

The high-water mark on the gauge this 
morning registered 34.5, a decline of just .1 of 
1 foot during the past twenty-four hours, the 
Bullen ratio at which the flood seems de- 
termined to slowly relinquish its grasp upon 
the desolated *‘bottoms’’ from which it has 
driven its despairing human opponents and 
victims, after swallowing up their homes, 
their farms and nearly the whole piti- 
ful list of their earthly possessions. The 
rainfall registered in this district during the 
past twenty-four hours was .06. A daismally 
dark sky this morning greeted the anxious 
eves of all who are awaiting abatement of 
the floods. The threatening clouds extended 
quite generally over the flooded districts, 
and must have caused a weary sinking of 
the hearts of the thousands of flood victims 
so pathetically watching every varying puase 
of wind, water and weather.

The Fleeing Party Walked Thirty Miles

OHATTANOOGA, Tebn., May 25.—It was about 
1 o’clock this morning before the excited 
crowds which filled the streets last night dis- 
persed. Speeches were made by the mob 
leaders in front ofthe jail, but it was not 
searched, as the crowd had guards on 
every street to the jail. The excitement 
was intense, but the crowd was orderly. The 
Deputy Sheriffs were very shrewd in evading 
the lynchers, who scoured the woods until 
this morning. A special just received says 
that Weems and the officers boarded the East 
Tennessee train at Ooltewah. fourteen miles 
northeast of here, this morning, anda they are 
now en route to Knoxville. The officers 
and prisoner walked all night long and must 
have covered thirty miles. A crowd of Chat- 
tanoogans will go over and probably a lynch- 
ing may occur there before sunset, as Rev. 
Sam Jones has been preaching that ‘‘Rapists 
must be the anchors of hempen ropes. 

All night Chattanooga was in the hands of 
a mob, while the jail was besieged and an 
angry crowd searched the woods. Noone 
doubted that Weems would be hung before 
morning. The Mayor, Police Commission 
and Sheriff are now in consultation and the 
newspapers have been urged to assist in 
allaying feverish excitement. The grand- 
jury was specially summoned to-day and 
summary stepsare being taken to accom- 
plish an impossibility.

The problem involved in the suppression 
of prostitution and assignation is dificult of 
solution. While itis an legal traffic under 
the laws of the State, and the police are 
charged with the execution of all laws re- 
gardless of consequences, it is a grave ques- 
tion in my mind, and one which deserves the 
serious consideration of the general public 


and future legislators, whether results 
are obtained by the closing up of such club 
houses and the scattering of the inmates. 

They must mecessariily seek shelter in 
tenement and = agp ee houses, mingling 
with respectabie people, and thus are 
brought into contact with the younger mem- 
bers of les, making the children of ten- 
der years familtar to a certain extent witha 
vice of which 05 would not under other 
circumstances obtain a knowledge. 

It might be better for the health and mor- 
als of the city to localize houses of this char- 
acter in certein well-recognized quarters, 
where the evils could be regulated by police 
supervision, as is now the case in Some of the 
leading cities in Europe.

Supplying food and shelter to people 
who have been driven from their homes 
and deprived of all means of subsistence 
by the floods is of course the first thing to 
be done with the contributions for the re- 
lief of the flood sufferers. 

But the further important relief neces- 
sary to crown the good work and carry out 
the intentions of the contributors will re- 
quire much heavier expenditures and im- 
pose greater labor and responsibility on 
the relief distribution committees. 

All the means placed at their command 
by the thousands of liberal contributors 
will certainly be exhausted before they 
can put all the sufferers in a self-support- 
ing condition again, and the task of mak- 
ing their means go as far as possible 
towards giving some help to all who need 
it will require all the intelligence and ex- 
ecutive ability. of those in charge of the 
distribution. And no one can reasonably 
expect there will be an undistributed sur- 
plus in the hands of the committees when 
the last deserving applicant has been 
helped. 

Thousands of the people suddenly ren- 
dered destitute are living temporarily 
upon supplies purchased on their own 
credit or tendered by poor neighbors will- 
ing to share a last crust with the unfor- 
tunate. These people have not applied for 
help, and will not until necessity forces 
them to do so. As Gov. Firm says in his 
appeal in their behalf, they are mainly of 
the agricultural class, and the possibility 
of their again becoming self-supporting 
depends upon their ability to raise a 
crop. Thehelp they are now receiving 
from neighbors, but little better off than 
themselves, cannot last long, and others 
must assist them. Asa the waters 
subside and they return to their 
flood-swept farms, the applications pour- 
ing in on our committees for help that 
ought to be extended will continue in in- 
creasing volume for some time to come.

' A SCIENTIFIC STANDPOINT. 


Delegates Present From All Parts of the 
United States—Magnitude of the In- 
terestse Involvwed—Proposed Exhibit at 
the World's ¥Fair-—Reports of Oom- 
mittees—Prohibition Discussed. 


Bostow, Mass., May 2%.—The thirty-second 
annual convention of the United States 
Brewers’ Association was called to order at 
10 o’clock this morning at Horticultural Hall 
on Tremont street by Mr. Ellis Wainwright of 
St. Louis, President of the association, The 
attendance was large, New York and vicinity 
alone being represented by a delegation num- 
bering eighty. After some remarks by Mr. 
Henry H. Ructer, President of the New Eu- 
gland Brewers’ Association, Mr. Wainwright 
delivered his annual address, which was fol- 
lowed by the reading ofthe reports of the 
several standing committees. The reports of 
the Board of Trustees was read by Richard 
Katsenmayer, secretary of the associa- 
tion. As to the brewers’ exhibit at 
the Colombian World's Fair, the association 
has dropped as impracticable the project of 
the erection of a separate building and ap- 

lied to the Director General for space in the 

llding to which under the existing system 
of classification such an exhibit belongs. It 
is intended to illustrate by maps, charts, 
pamphlets and statistical tables the magni- 
tude ot the brewing trade and its fndustrial 
and agricultural connection. It is recom- 
mended to present as graphically as possible:

THE BELFAST RIOTS. 


Heated Discussion in the British House 
of Commons. 


ATTENTION DIRECTED TO A CASE OF 
RELIGIOUS PERSECUTION. 


Queen Victoria’s Birthday Fittingly Cele- 
brated—Honors Conferred—Anarchiste 
Again Becoming Active in Parie—Dis- 
stress Among English Workmen—The 
Pope’s Sympathy. 


Lonrpon, May 25.—In the House of Commons 
to-day, Mr. Thomas Sexton (McOarthyite), 
mémber for West Belfast, again referred to 
the alleged row at Belfast, Saturday, and 
said that he had information that entitied 
him to move that the house adjourn unless 
Mr. Jackson, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
prepared a satisfactory reply. Mr. Sexton 
claimed that his information was to the 
effect that a boy had been brutally beaten 
and seriously hurt bya mob of other boys 
because he was a Catholic. He demanded to 
know what the Government would do in the 
matter and why Mr. Madden, the Attorney 
General for Ireland, had made the response 
he did yesterday when questioned on the 
subject. Mr. Jackson, replying to Mr. Sex- 
ton, promised to renew his inquiries into the 
matter. He said, however, that he failed to 
see much discrepancy in Mr. Sexton’s report 
of the case and Mr. Madden’s reply. The 
boy attacked had given the name of only one 
of his assailants, and Mr. Jackson heid that 
this indicated that the affair had been merely 
a quarrel between two boys. 

The Rt. Hon. John Morles, Liberal member 
for Newcastle-on-Tyne, said that the House 
wanted to know if the government was tully 
informed asto the transaction, because in 
Belfast the letting out of waters was a seri- 
ous thing. 

Mr. Sexton saidhe would await a further 
report and would later call attention to the 
origin of the Belfast riots in 1886 and the con- 
duct of those concerned in this most signifi- 
cant event. l 

The Parllamentary Secretary of the Home 
Office, in reply to a question, said that the 
government was at all times ready to con- 
sider any new material facts bearing upon 
Mrs. Maybrick’s conviction. No statement 
relative to Mrs. Maybrick, he added, was at 
Fresent before Mr. Matthews, the Home Sec- 
retary.

IRISH LOCAL GOVERNMENT, 


THE ANCIENT FIRE GLOWED IN GLADSTONE’S 
ADDRESS. 


Lonpow, May %.—Mr. Giadstone made an 
able address in the House of Commons yes- 
terday on the bill which the Tory party pro- 
pose as a relief for Ireland in the form of local 
government. He referred to Salisbury’s 
recent speech in which he had warned the 
Irish members of Parliament that if they did 
not take this Dill instead of a larger measure 
promised, if they prosecuted the object dear- 
est to their hearts, it would be at the cost of 
civil war. Lord Salisbury’s language, Mr. 
Gladstone said, distinctiy encouraged civil 
war. Definite explanations ought to 
be given the House and to some others 
who desired to know whether the Cabinet 
were generally of the same opinion as Lord 
Salisbury. Did the Ministers believe, he 
asked, that the people of Ulster would re- 
bel against the decision of Parliament, or 
that the employment of the forees ofthe 
crown to suppress sucha rebellion would be 
such an — as would rend society in 
two? [Cries „hear, hear. J If Lord 
Salisbury’s language meant anything it was 
t plain incitement of a few misgui ded men to 
resort to violence to resist the authority of 
Parliament. These were the conditions the 
Irish members had offered them in the stint- 
ed gift of the present bill. 

Mr. Gladstone declared that the power it 
was proposed to confer upon the Viceroy of 
Ireland concerning the divisions of councils 
and the power of dissolution would place the 


roy, who would thus be enabled to destroy 
the effect of the whole Dill. This proposal 
alone constituted a radical difference between 
the Irish local government bill and the Ra- 
glish and Scotch measures. 

Mr. Gladstone next analyzed the joint com- 
mittee’s proposal, showing that ft was desti- 
tute of the popular element and favored the 
landlords, helping them to nullify all the acts 
of the country councils.

GANZEL AND BENNETT. 


Nearly All the Clubs Have Good Men—St 
Louis Loses a Game at Cleveland—Boe- 
ton Takes Two Games From New York 
—Racing, Pugilism, Athletios and Other 
Sporting Matters. 


In yesterday’s issue the Post-DisPaTcu 
reviewed the work of the various prominent 
pitchers. To-day the catchers will be dis- 
cussed. Next to the pitcher there is no man 
n a team on nom so much depends asthe 
catcher. Such catchersas Clements, Mur- 
phy, Buckley, Daily, Robinson, Zimmer, Kitt - 
redge, Kelly, Ganzel and Bennett secure 
enormous salaries. Boston is probably the best 
fixed club on the diamond to-day as far as 
catchers are concerned, and what is more 
all of them are playing in good form 
this season. The only Mike Kelly, who at 
frst was a little off in his work, is now catch- 
ing a great game. Ganzel has also caught 
great ball, and both he and Kelly are powers 
at the bat. Bennett, who for years had 
no superior as a backstop, and few 
peers as a batsman, has done little 


catching and batting, but is still a valuable 
man. Next to Boston Brooklyn is better fixed 
in backstops than any other league team. 
They also have three, Tom Daly, Connie Dai- 
leyand Tom Kinsiow. The first named was 
developed by Anson a few years ago and he is 
now rated as one of the stars in his position. 
Connie Dailey used tocatch Radbourne on the 
old Bostom champion team. Besides being a 
great catcher Dailey is a consistent batter. 
He has been doing most of the club’s 
work behind the bat so far this season. Kins- 
low, it is said, will confine himself to catch- 
ing George Haddock. Philadelphia possesses 
in Clements, who also Captains the Quakers, 
one of the greatest backstops on the dia- 
mond. He is also one of the club's heaviest 
batsmen. Many consider him the most valu- 
able player on the team. The other catcher 
of the Phillies, Lave Cross is also a first- 
class catcher and batsman. Besides 
these qualifications he isa good all-around 
player. New York has but one catcher of 
note, Jack Boyle, who was in years past 
with the Browns. Boyle is a great back- 
stop, but if he gets injured 
the Giants will be in a dad fx. 
Robinson, who does the major part of the 
backstop work for Baltimore is also one of 
the stars in the business, bothas faras his 
batting and throwing is concerned. Gunson, 
who has been playing inthe Western Leacue 
the past two years has been assisting him the 
present season with much success, 
Jack Milligan, Washingtom’s big catcher, 
is also one of the jewels 
in the business. Few can equal him in 
batting and his catching is always reliabie. 
McGuire, the Senators“ other catcher, is 
another good one. Calliope Miller and Con- 
nie Mack are doing most of Pittsburg’s 
catching nowadays. Miller is a great 
ball player. Besides his qualifications 
as acatcher he is considerable of au all- 
around man and a strong batsman. 
Mack is a good catcher, but is weak with the 
stick. Charley Farrell, who has been cover 
ing third base forthe club this season, can 
be utilized behind the bat if necessary. 
Cleveland possesses three good catch- 
ers in Zimmer, O’Connor and Doyle.
